Washington, Oct 28—(AP)—Ezra Van Horn, employer trustee 


for the coal miners pension fund, told a federal court today that John 
L. Lewis and Senator Bridges (R-NH), his fellow trustees, illegally 
"dissipated" the welfare money. 


Lewis, head of the United Mine 


Workers, represents the miners on 
the board. Bridges is the "neutral" 
trustee of the funds built up by a 
royalty on coal. 


Van Horn's accusation was made 


in his answer to a suit for accoun- 
ting of the fund filed by a miner. 


He said that his fellow board 


members refused to give him in- 
formation on how the multi-million 
dollar fund was being disbursed. 


The acts of dissipation, he told 


the court, are the acts solely of 
Lewis and Bridges. 


Van Horn joined the original 


plaintiff, ex-miner George Liven- 
good of Pennsylvania, in asking 
the U. S. district court to require 
an accounting. 


The coal operators' spokesman 


declared that if any liability for 
damages exists on the part of the 
trustees, Lewis and Bridges are 
primarily liable. He filed a cross- 
claim asking the court to dismiss 
Livengood's complaint against him.

This Afternoon 


Workers Set to Leave Jobs at 
Midnight If Talks Break Down 


By BRYX GRIFFITHS 


(City Editor, Evening Telegraph) 


"Three hundred and forty-seven production and main- 


tenance workers of the Reynolds Wire Company's Local No. 
2086, United Steel Workers of America, will strike at mid- 
night tonight, unless a wage settlement agreement is-forth- 
coming by that hour. The union voted Monday night 220 
to 32 in favor of a strike at midnight tonight unless their 
demands are accepted. 


Company officials, officers of the union and a Conciliator 


from the Federal Mediation Service, Washington, D. C., 
got together Thursday in an eleventh hour session, hoping 
to avert a strike. The meeting got underway at 10:30 a. m. 
at the Loveland Community Building and lasted throughout 
the day, adjourning to the Nachusa Hotel last night where 
they broke up at 9 o'clock. 


Federal Conciliator B. M. Marshman, interviewed by the 


writer stated that he did "not know how much progress had 
been made." 


Sees "Invisible Progress" Made 


"My experience with these negotiations is that you 


always make what we call 'invisible' progress. Actually 
we don't know how far either side is willing to go on a give 
and take basis. They themselves know that, of course. But 
the fact that these men have spent the entire day and a part 
of the night in an attempt to reach an agreement is encour- 
aging," said Mr. Marshman. 


Last minute efforts to avert a strike will continue this 


afternoon. 
The company officers, officials of the union, 


Conciliator Marshman and Walter J. Burke, 
Milwaukee, 


district director for CIO in Northern Illinois and all of 
Wisconsin will get together to see whether or not they can 
reach an agreement. 


Burke's Presence Is a Poser 


Presence of Burke at today's negotiations has led to 


considerable speculation. In some quarters it is seen as a 
sign that the company and the union may be within reach 
of an agreement. 
In other quarters it is believed that 


Burke's presence means that the union needs a 'strengthening1 
hand.' Burke is one of the top CIO men in the middlewest 
and is highly respected for his negotiation abilities. 


Present at Thursday's sessions were: Max Swiren, Chi- 


cago attorney; Richard Joslyn, vice-president in charge of 
operations; Harold Rorer, treasurer and M. J. Dunklau, 
personnel director, all representing the Reynolds Wire Co., 
and Harry Viren, Sterling, field representative United Steel 
Workers of America, William Lee, president and Clifford 
McConnaughay, vice-president, Local 208 for the union, and 
Conciliator Marshman. 


Although the union is demanding a 20 4 cents an hour 


increase, it was reported last night that in the negotiations 
they had lowered this figure following a counter-proposal 
by the company. 


Company Made Counter Proposal 


One union representative confirmed this today when he 


stated that: 


"Yes, the company did offer a slight increase, but it was 


far below the union's demands." 


This same informant stated that all union suggestions 


for "general increases" were refused. This leads observers 
to believe that the company is probably willing to make 
increases for certain job classifications but not for others. 
There are 18 job classifications at the Wire Company. It is 
understood that the union's original demands called for a 
4! o cents per hour boost between each class. In other words, 
everytime an employee advanced from one classification to 
another, he would get a 4!,-j cent wage hike. 


Although neither side will admit or deny it, the crux 


of the whole controversy seems to hinge on the union's 
demand for a "general wage increase." Which, of course, 
means for all employes and not just for those in certain 
classifications. 


Company officials this morning advised the writer that: 
"We will continue our talks this afternoon at 2 o'clock, 


hoping that we can avert a strike. Whether or not we will 
be able to do so remains to be seen." 


Similar expressions were expressed by union officials. 


William Lee, president of the union said: 


Plans for Picketing Are Set 


"Whether or not we can avert a strike should be known 


by an early hour tonight. We hope we can." 


It was also learned from union sources that if the strike 


does go into effect that picketing will start "at once." It 
was indicated that in the event negotiations break down that 
the third shift of workers will not report on the jobs.

Baruch's A-Bomb Control Plan Sound 


President Truman made plain at the dedication of the 


United Nations headquarters in New York that this country 
is open-minded on the issue of how to control atomic energy 
to prevent war. 


Under the guidance of Bernard M. Baruch, the United 


States developed a world control plan founded on UN own- 
ership of all dangerous atomic facilities, outlawing of atomic 
weapons and rigid inspection to guard against violations by 
particular countries. With some changes, this plan was 
adopted by a majority of the UN membership. 


But the U. S. is not now insisting that this plan and only 


this be put into effect. Mr. Truman said we are standing 
on it, to be sure. But he emphasized that the reason we 
have not abandoned it is that we see no alternative that 
offers hope of real effectiveness. 


It is evident that this nation would be disposed to accept 


any program that could meet that test. In our espousal of 
the Baruch plan there is no blind, stubborn clinging to an 
idea simply because it happens to be ours. We simply want 
to be shown convincingly that another plan can really do a 
better job. 


The basic Russian suggestion is considered by American 


leaders to be no plan at all. It would retain national owner- 
ship of dangerous atomic facilities, would not allow more 
than a superficial inspection to detect violations of a pro- 
posed ban on atomic weapons, and would rely chiefly on a 
mere outlawing treaty. 


Russian Foreign Minister Vishinsky has indicated that 


such a treaty might follow the pattern of the agreement ban- 
ning the use of poison gas in war. The fact that the nations 
which fought World War H did refrain from using gas is 
cited as proof that this sort of compact can be effective. 


Some columnists have insisted that the United States 


can hope for no more than this if it really desires 'agreement 
with the Soviet Union on the atomic issue. They believe the 
outlawing treaty will work because of the mutual fear of re- 
prisal in case a violation occurs. 


But the U. S. spokesmen are not satisfied. They declare 


that any plan lacking a tough inspection system and world 
ownership of dangerous atomic facilities would not be a suf- 
ficient barrier to continued national development of atomic 
weapons. 


And apparently they feel the temptation to use those 


weapons would be far greater than was the case with poison 
gas in World War EL Gas has never been thought of as a 
potentially decisive factor in war, but the atom bomb has 
been and still is so viewed. 


Some military experts may argue on the latter score, ye1 


it is hard to see how any argument on the decisive effect oJ 
the bomb could be settled except in actual war. It woulc 
seem extremely unwise to adopt a course assuming atomic 
energy would not play the critical role in a future conflict

Answer: No you can't. How- 


ever, if before the 
next 
player 


plays, he noticed that you did not 
draw he can force you to take 
the top card of the stock pile, 
but you can't change any of your 
melds or discards. The rules state 
the act of discarding ends a play- 
er's turn even though he should 
have failed to draw a card.

Question: If I put a red trey 


down and then meld three tens 
would that meet the requirements 
of a minimum meld? 


Answer: No, it would not. The 


100 points for a red trey is a 
bonus you receive provided you 
make a legal 
minimum 
meld. 


Therefore if you put down three 
tens, (while it is true you have 
melded 30 and the red trey will 
now score an additional 100 points 
for you), you have not met the 
requirements of a minimum meld.

Question: If I pick up a red trey 


in the discard pile and meld it 
immediately do I get to draw an- 
other card from the stock pile? 


Answer: No, you do not. How- 


ever, you place it on the table 
and it counts just the same as 
if you had drawn it from the 
stock pile.

way you can get a red trey in the 
discard pile is when the dealer 
turns it up originally, and you 
later pick up the pack.
